- PAROLE ‘LONG OVERDUE?’ | police sought to pierce the mystery 


SAYS DRAPER 


Far reaching reforms in Canada’s 
prison parole system are “long over~ 
due,” Brig.-Gen. D. C. Draper, Chief 
Constable of Toronto Police, said in a 
paper Tuesday at the biennial con- 
vention of the International World 
| Police, 

Parole has been mishandled in Can- 
ada, the Toronto chief said, and per- 
haps in other countries, and this 
“glaring mishandling” was a “con- 
demnation of administrative policies 
which permitted it, and should be 
ample proof that drastic reforms in 
the parole system are long overdue.” 

Draper warned against shedding of 
“crocodile teats for the criminal for- 
eetting of the innocent victim of his 
lawless acts.” It was “very doubtful” 
he said, whether itg@ere advantageous 
to “foist” upon society repeater cri- 
minals who had not served their full 
term. — 

“They not only constitute a menace

Samuel Larcombe, who came from 
an English farm to win fame for Ma- 
nitoba in international grain shows, 
died Wednesday night of last wee 
aged 86.

309 M.P.H. UNOFFICIAL 
RECORD OF EYSTON’S 
TRIAL IN UTAH 


Capt. George E. T. Eyston roared 
down the saline straightaway at 
Bonneville Salt Flats, Utah at a 309 
mile an hour pace Tuesday, but me- 
chanical trouble forced him to cancel 
an official assault on the world land 
speed record of 301.1292 miles per 
hour. . ; 

Eyston’ s 24-cylinder, streamlined 
monster automobile frayed a tire 
while passing through the measured 
mile, forcing him to “cut-out” the 
motors. 

Official requirements call for runs 
each way over the course and since 
the Briton was unable to make the 
return trip, his mark—the fastest ev- 
er achieved in an automobile—did not 
count. A as 

Despite handicaps, hig mechanical 
powerhouse flashed through a giaring 
dawn at 309.6 M.P.H., exceeding Sir 
Malcolm Campbell's speed over the 
same course in the same direction 
when he established the present 
mark in 1935. 

Campbell's mark for the first run 
was 304.311 and for the return trip 
298.013. 

“The ‘car ran fine until I was al- 
most ready to enter the mile. It guid- 
ed splendidly. I think it is capable of 
speeds miles an hour faster than I did 
today,” Eyston said with a smile. 

Since the car has proven itself cap- 
able of breaking the record, we'll pull 
it down and have a jolly good look 
around. 

“J; will take a few days before I'll 
be able to'go after the record again.” 

When another run will be made is 
problematic.

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EAR OF MOTORIST 
FASTER THAN EYE 


The ear of an automobile driver is 
quicker than his eye in responding to 
a safety warning. 

An auto horn, or a policeman’s 
whistle, puts the driver's foot on the 
brake faster than the light of a red 
light. 

These findings on safe driving were 
announced Saturday at Indiana Univ- 
ersity. They were the first tests to 
compare a driver's reaction time to 
sound and sight. They were made by 
Dr. Frank R. Elliott and Professor 
Cc. M. Louttit of the Psychology De- 
partment. 

Sever hundred drivers were tested. 
Each one sat in the driver's seat, 
with one foot pressing the accelerator 
half way to the floor. The time re- 
quired to lift this foot to the brake 
and press the pedal all the way down

The signal to put on the brake was 
either a red light directly in front, 
or an automobile horn. All groups, 
whether men or women, young or old, 
responded more quickly to the horn 
than to the light. 

The average advantage of the ear 
over the eye was one-hundredth of 
a second. ‘ The fastest braking time 
was three-tenths 
of a second; the quickest for the horn 
a little more than two-fifths of a se- 
cond.

For best results with stored pota- 
toes keep the bin temperature — be- 
tween 35 and 40 degrees.

which is important in healing bruised 
and cut potatoes and preventing rot.

Handling of Poultry 


The pre-cooling and proper handl- 
ing of poultry killed on the farm or 
at @ packing plant is particularly im- 
portant because the bloom will be 
quickly lost if the birds are not pre- 
cooled without delay and also handl- 
ed properly. ~ ; 

‘Poultry killed on the farm and sold 
dressed through local buyers or poul- 
try pools where no pre-cooling facil- 
ities are available frequently lose 
their bloom, with the cohsequent 
deprecation in the sales appearance 
of the birfis and the failure to get the 
best price on the market. 

Poultry meat is a perishable pro- 
duct which will deteriorate rapidly 
unless properly handled. The market 
demand is for properly packed poultry 
with good bloom and bright appear- 
ance.

Increase of Corn Borers — 


General observation during the cut- 
ting and harvesting of the corn crop 
of Kent and Essex Counties has 
shown that an alarming increase in 

‘the number of corn borers has oc- 
curred, according to Dr. G. M. Stir- 
rett, in charge of the dominion ento- 
mological laboratory at Chatham. 

“Tt is apparent that the infestation 

is as severe as in the years 1927 and 
1928." said Dr. Stirrett. “Greater ap- 
nlication of clean-up methods will be 
required of farmers to insure success 
to next year’s crop.” 
‘Weather conditions were favorable 
to increase of borers this year. Abun- 
dance of moisture during planting 
was a feature noted during the heavy 
infestations of ten years ago, and si- 
milar conditions were prevalent this 
year. Essex, it is said, was particu- 
larly hard hit, both by the borer and 
poor weather for growing.

Eskimos of Canada’s Arctic coastline 
but when they occur the great distan- 
ces and the slow transport methods 
make for methods ‘of jnvestigation 
which would seem strange in more 
settled districts. 

Last winter, according to the an- 
nual report of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, two suspects accom- 
panied a police patrol on a 200-mile 
joyrney to investigate a supposed 
murder and in the course of the jour- 
ney were released. 

The patrol in charge of Acting Ser- 
geant Makinson set out from Camb- 
ridge Bay on the south shore on Vic- 
toria Island. for King William Island. 
One of the objects of the tour wag to 
investigate the supposed murder of an 
Eskimo named “Koppa” two years be- 
fore. 

Koppa’s wife, ‘‘Heevogal,” had gone 
to live with an Eskimo named “Kay- 
achloo” after her husband's death. 
The two were in custody at Cambridge 
Bay and went along with the police 
patrol.

The school 
board also has purchased a planetar- 
jum and in 1936 a well was drilled and 
a new ceiling put in. | 

No records of the school are avail- 
able farther back than 1897. The fol- 
lowing itemg taken from an old min- 
ute book show how different the pric- 
es Were at that time from those of 
today. In 1888 fence posts were pur- 
chased from Mr. Isaac Blakely for 3 
1-2 cents each, eleven cords of hard- 
wood from Mr. John Carman at 72 
cents per cord, two brooms at 18 
cents each, and chalk at 25 cents a 
box. Fred Blakely built the fires for 
$2.00 per year. 

The name “Blakely's School” was 
given becatlse the land on which the 
school was built formerly belonged to 
Mr. Robert Blakely. 

Church services, held by the Metho- 
dist and Anglican churches, have tak- 
en place in the school. Thus the long, 
open end of the yard was built for 
open shed still present at the north- 
west end of the yard was built for 
the horses.

; Smith staked claims, then with only 
a few tools set about building a log 
‘eabin. Later that summef when the 
“boom” came, Smith operated one of 
Silver City’s two hotels and kept a 
store and prospected as a sideline. 
After a government survey the 
next spring, the bubble burst. Lots 
once sold at $400 each were abandon- 
ed along with stores and the build- 
ings.
